[Wilde were put to death by a mob here. 

Will Godley was hanged, Frank Godley 
@hot to death and Pete Hampton perished 
an his burning house. 

Miss Wilde, daughter of a farmer living 
ttwo miles south of Peirce City, was as- 
Baulted and murdered Sunday, while re- 
turning from church. 

As soon as the crime was discovered, 
citizens began to arm and in a short time 
® large posse was in pursuit of the crim- 
Inals. 

Suspicion pointed to Will Godley and Po- 
fer Barrett, and they were arrested. 

Both of the suspects told conflicting 
Stories. All day yesterday during the in- 
Wwestigation people from the neighborhood in 
prhich Miss Wilde lived flocked to town. 

Last night a mob marched up to the city 
§all and took Godley and Barrett from it. 
(There were ropes put around their necks 
and they were led up Commercial street and 
told to confess as to who did the deed. God- 
Jey would not talk, but Barrett made a 
Btatement that a negro named Flavors, 
who boarded at Joe Lark’s, across the 
ereek was the man who committed the 
crime. Barrett was roughly handled, but 
Pras allowed to go with his Hfe, while an 
attempt was made to hang God'!cy to the 
telephone on the corner on the northeast 
pf the Windsor, but the rope was too short 
g@nd the crowd surged back down the street, 
howling and shouting as they went. until 
they reached the Lawrence Hotel corner, 
twhen the end of the rope-was tied around 
one of the iron banisters which encircles 
the upper porch and his body was swurig 
of. For a few minutes oullets went 
thick and fast at the body, which swung 
@bout in the wind. 

After stringing Godley up, the mob went 
to the house of French Godley, the young 
man’s grandfather, and shot him to death. 

Then they bombarded Ike Carter's house, 
fin which were Pete and Robert Hampton, 
all negroes. : 

Pete Hampton, who was years old, 
was burned to death. His wife and Robert 
Hampton escaped through the flames. 

The mob then marched from place to 
plgce, burning negro houses and firing into 
them. The negroes fled in all directions, 
many taking refuge in the woods while 
others are going as far as Springfield to 
find places of safety. 

The officers telephoned to Monett and 
Aurora and other towns for help. At 10 
o'clock this morning the city was still in 
the hands of the mob, which finally broke 
into the arsenal of the Peirce City militia 
company and abstrated all the state rifies 
to be found there.

‘THEN AN AMBULANCE TOOK IT 
| TO THE MORGUE. 


| Ec ston Avenue Car Dragged an Aged 
Woman 50 Feet and Then 12 Feet 
Backward—No Arrests 
Made. 


Mrs. Annie Lacey, a widow, 70 vears old, 
was struck and instantly killed and hor- 
ribly mangled by car 2040 of the Easton ay- 
enue line Tuesday morning at 9:0 o'clock 
at Easton and Goodfellow avenues. 

Her body was carried to the side of the 
road, where it was allowed to lie uncared 
for until 11 o'clock, when it was removed 
to the morgue. of 

As soon as Motorman Mitchell and Con- 
ductor Lewis had carried the body from 
under the car to the roadside they went 
about their business unmolested. 

No policeman appeared on the scene of 


the accident until nearly an hour after it 
happened. : 

firs. Lacey left her home, 5659 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue, to visit some friends on 
Goodfellow avenue. At the southeast cor- 
ner of Easton and Goodfellow avenues she 
started to cross the street car track. 


Scene of Death 
on a Sharp Grade. 


There is a sharp hill east from Hamilton 
avenue to Goodfellow. It is the custom for 
motormen to run this hill at a very rapid 


pace. 

Car 2040, according to persons who claim 
to have seen the accident, was running at 
the rate of 20 miles an hour. 

Mrs. Lacey, who was slightly deaf, did 
not hear the gong of the car as it bore 
down on her, and being naturally slow, 
due to her advanced years, the car was 
upon her before she had time to avoid it. 

The car knocked her down and she fell 
under the fender. So fast was the car g0- 
ing that, according to witnesses, it ran 
almost 50 feet before it stopped. 

The motorman had reversed the power 
and when the car stopped it began to run 
back and had gone 12 feet before it was 
stopped. 

Ky that time Mrs. Lacey was dead. 

‘The carmen lifted the fender and dragged 
the body out and carried it to the roadside. 
They then proceeded on their way. 


Woman’s Skull 
Was Crushed. 

Mrs. Lacey was struck on the head and 
her skull was crushed over the left eye. 
Her face was mangled and bruised in a 
shocking manner. 

The body was surrounded by a morbid 
crowd of men, women and children, who 


stared at it until a woman in the neigh- 
borhood brought out a sheet and covered 


it from view. 

In several places alongside the track for 
a distance of about 20 feet were splotches 
of blood, showing where she had struck 
the earth while she was being dragged. 
At 11 o’clock the dead-wagon arrived from 
the Morgue and the body was lifted into 


it and taken away. 

Protest Against 

High Speed of Cars. 

For several hours a large crowd sur- 
rounded the place and complained bitterly 
of the treatment accorded them by the 
street car company. 

More than a month ago a neighborhood 
protest was lodged with the company 
against the speed at which cars were run 
down the Hamilton avenue hill. Motor- 
men are obliged to run fast to get over the 
line. They are scheduled to run from one 
terminus and the other, from Wellston to 
Fourth street, in 35 minutes. 

Mrs. Lacey was the widow of Frank 
Lacey. She lived with two _ grandsons, 
Samuel and Willfam Dillon, who with her 
daughter, Mrs. Laura Dillon of Trenton, 
lll., survive her. 

An inquest will be held on the body prob- 
ably tomorrow morning.

AS LEPER NURSE 


He Will Go to Isolation 
House With Dong Gong, 


TO MAKE STUDY OF LEPROSY 


|BADE FAREWELL TO WIFE AND 
FOUR CHILDREN TUESDAY. 


May Not Be Permitted Even to See His 
Family—Has No Fear That He 
Will Contract the Disease. 


Separation from wife and family and iso- 
lation from the world await Dr. Louis 
Knapp, who entered Tuesday on his duties 
as nurse for Dong Gong, the Chinese leper. 

With his patient and prisoner as his only 
companion, Dr. Knapp will live in a three- 
room frame house now being built near 
Quarantine, until necessity for his serv- 
ices is ended. 

Dr‘ Knapp is without fear of\danger to 
himself, and intends to improve his time 
by making a thorough study of leprosy. 

“Any disease is incurable until its cure 
is discovered,’’ said Dr. Knapp to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“If a cure for leprosy is ever found, it 
will be found by some one who has devoted 
years to the study of an actual case of the 
disease, and I um not without hope that I 
may at least contribute to such <a dis- 
covery.” 

In spite of the warning given by the 
health department to him as to other ap- 

licants for the position of nurse, Dr. 

‘napp believes that he will be able to 
avoid any possibility of contagion. 

‘‘Leprosy is only mildly contagious, as I 
understand it,” said Dr. Knapp. “It 
would be contracted only by living in the 
same room with a patient, or by the gross- 
est carelessness in handling articles which 
had been infected by him. Both these dan- 
gers I shall carefully avoid. 

“While my chief object in accepting the 
position of nurse is to study the disease, | 
do not wish to pose as a willing martyr 
in the cause of science. I think much of 
science, but not enough to dle for it, and 
I go into this work because I believe that 
it will be practically without danger.”’ 

Dr. Knapp is 40 years old and is a grad- 
uate of a Detroit medical college. With 
his wife and four children, he lives at 4622 
Virginia avenue. 

The final farewells between the physician 
and his family were said Tuesday morn- 
ing, before he went to the offices of the 
health department to report for duty. 

Whether he will have the privilege of 
seeing his wife and children even at wide 
intervals in the future will depend on the 
rules laid down by the department, and on 
the condition of Dong Gong. ; 

Dr. Knapp hopes that his patient wilil 
not eh troublesome or require close 
watching to prevent escape, and that the 
department will allow him to make an oc- 
casional] visit to his home. 

Dr. Knapp will take his library to quar- 
antine. e expects to devote the greater 
part of his spare time to medical study. 

There will be something to do besides 
study, however, at the house of Dong 
Gong and his nurse. Dr. Knapp rides 
himself on his cooking, and he will pre- 
pare all the food used by himself and his 
patient. 

The kitchen, from which Gong will be ex- 
cluded, will separate the leper’s room from 
that of his nurse. 

As Goong was in the laundry business 
before his malady was discovered, it is 

resumed that he will do his own washing. 

ther arrangements will be made for Dr. 
Knapp’s laundry. - 

Nursing is not new to Dr. Knapp. Dur- 
ing the Spanish war he served in the hos- 
pital co 
year in the southern camps. 

Some arrangement for musical diver- 
sions at the lonely isolation house prob- 
ably will be made. Dr. Knapp Is a pianist 
and will endeavor to secure an instrument 
for use in his room. He says that a man 
with a name like that of his patient should 
be able to do his a in furnishing music. 

The existence of a case of leprosy in St. 
Louis was discovered nearly two weeks 
ago by Dr. M. F. Engman of the St. Louis 
Polyclinic, and the victim was at once 
place in confinement on the second floor of 
the old City Hall. The best known derma- 
tologists and general practitioners of the 
city visited the patient, and all were con- 
vineced of the correctness of Dr. Engmans 
diagnosis: 

The principa! manifestation of the dis- 
ease at present is in the existence of ‘“‘an- 
esthetic areas’’ on the patient's body. 
On these parts of the body hot irons can 
be applied without causing pain, and the 
flesh is insensible to the prick of needles, 

Five years or a longer time may elapse 
before the final stage of the disease, and 

ériod of suffering is often long drawn oul. 
With proper care Dong Gong may live 10 
or 15 years. His house will cost about $600 
and it will cost the city between $1000 and 
$1300 a year to care for him. 

Five other applicants sought the position 
to which Dr. Knapp has been apppinted. 
Assistant Health Commissioner rancis 
says that he chose Dr. Knapp because of 
his medical knowledge, and because of the 
high character of is recommendations, 
which were signed by Dr. Charles 
Hughes and by former Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor E. O. Stanard.

EXCISE OFFICE WAITS TO HEAR 
FROM POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Chief Kiely Says Williams’ and Con- 
don’sPlace s No Worse Than Oth- 
ers in Neighborhood and 
Was Never Reported 
for Disorder. 


“Bad Jack’’ Williams’ saloon at 190 
Chestnut street—in which William T. John- 
son of Union City, Tenn., says the plan tio 
rob him was made after the place should 
have been closed Monday moring—is not 
known officially to Excise Commissioner 
Seibert. 

Although the police and detective depart- 
ments, as well as that portion of the pub- 
lic which has visited the saloon have be- 
lieved, its real owners are Williams and 
William Condon, the license is held by 
John McKenzie, a bartender. 

The original license to operate the place 
was issued to McKenzie in July, 1900, and it 
has been renewed twice. 

Mr. Seibert says, therefore, that McKen- 
zie is the only person he knows in con- 
nection with the proprietaors of the re- 
sort, and that he has no right to as- 
sume that either Williams or Condon has 
any relation to it. 

“McKenzie has never been reported by 
the police as keeping a disorderly place or 


violating my ear!y closing order,’’ said Mr. 
Seibert to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday. ‘‘Un- 
til some such report is made I must pre- 
sume that the place is being run according 
to ~ 7 I can’t act unless the police 
report. 


Must Rely 
on the Police. 

“I have no agents whom I may send out 
to make investigations under the immediate 
direction of this offisce. I am compelled to 
rely on the police. 


“TT am responsible for the enforcement of 
the law after the reports of violations are 
made, but the police are responsible for the 
reporting. That is in their hands absojately 
and they must do their duty before I can 
do mine. 

“I do not know what really takes place at 
McKenzile’s saloon. The police have not re- 
ported anything improper and I suppose 
nothing of that kind occurs there.”’ 

Chief of Police Kiely and Assistant Chief 
of Detectives Smith told the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday that Williams and Condor were 
supposed by their departments to control 
the saloon at 1900 Chestnut street. 

Williams and Condon make their head- 
quarters at the resort, and, apparently, 
run it while en the scene. In conversa- 
tions with friends, they have referred to it 
as their place. 

Chief of Police Kiely says he* has no 

reason to believe that the members of his 

force are mage discrimination in behalf 

of the resort. e says the place is not be- 

rted for violating the early closing

“This man Johnson's story that he was 
in the saloon after 1 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing is not true,’’ said Chief Kiely to the 
Post-Dispatch. “Night Chief Gillasple 
made an investigation immediately after 
the robbery was reported. Johnson says 
he was in the garden, and not in the sa- 
loon, I am told.” 

“If Johnson and his companions were 
buying drinks in the garden at that hour, 
should not the saloon be considered as 
open?’ he was asked. 

“That is another matter,.’’ was the re- 

ly. “I suppose that question will be de- 
ermined later.’’ 

Johnson says the chief is misinformed. 

“T was in the wineroom and I and an- 
other man and two women were buying 
drinks from the saloon after 1 o'clock,” 
said Johnson. “I made three attempts to 
leave the place, but each time there wag 
a rush of everybody in the wineroom to 
the door to bar my exit. I made a similar 
number of attempts to get out through the 
front door, but the bartender informed me 
the saloon was closed because it was after 
1 o’clock. He finally ordered the crowd to 
let me out of the wineroom and it sub- 
mitted. But two men and two women fol- 
lowed me and robbed me.”’ 

Johnson says the bartender saw the per- 
sons who were with him in the saloon, and 
who later participated in the robbery, but 
the lice have made but one arrest—that 
of William Doy!e, alias “‘Slivers,."’ the man 
who ‘s charged with having been in the 
crowd. A warrant charging highway rob- 
be has been issued against him. 

Chiet Kiely says the police are working 
on the case still and may make other ar- 
rests. 


Chief Explains 
Its Notoriety. 

“Williams’ place has never been reported 
for disorder that I know of,”’ continued 
Chief Kiely. The newspapers talk about it 
a great deal, but I don’t hear any more 


about it through my men than about any 
other saloon of that district. It wouldn't 
be notorious if the newspapers did not 
make it so. They advertise it widely, and 
I dare say Williams and Condon value this 
advertising very highly. I don’t suppose 
they care in what light the newspapers 
put their place, 

“Most saloons in that district are not 
noted for their morality, and I don’t know 
that this one is any worse than many oth- 
ers which one never hears about. Many 
things are permitted in them that might 
be considered improper in saloons in other 
neighborhoods.”

“If a place is a menace to public mor- 
als, my duty is to close it as soon as | 
learn of it, and I will do it,” he said.

Is Remarkable. 


There is an extraordinary community 
feeling among the residents. In other dis- 
tricts of the city persons live in adjoining 
houses for years and never become ac- 
quainted. On Lincoln avenue the residents 
are almost as well acquainted with each 
other as are the citizens of a small town. 

They have worked constantly for the 
good of the avenue. This work was carried 
on, until last week, by the Lincoln Avenue 
Property Owners’ Association. 

When Gustave Dassler of 3958 Lincoln 
avenue inserted an advertisement in the 
newspapers to the effect that his house 
was for rent to colored persons only, this 
association was merged: in the Twenty- 
sixth Ward Improvement Association, and 
the matter of preventing negroes from set- 
tling on the avenue became a thing of 
ward interest. 
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thoroughfares in the vicinity are helping 
to fight for the cause of the Lincoln avenue 
people, and the ward association of 280 
members has taken the matter in hand. 

The house owned by Mrs. Dassler is said 
to be one of the best-built homes on the 
avenue. The house is of two stories, with 
six rooms and a bathroom. 

The Lincoln Avenue Property Owners’ 
Association was the chief factor in making 
the residents friends and neighbors. 

A committee has visited the grocers and 
bakers in the neighborhood and requested 
them not to sell provisions to any negro 
family that may move to Lincoln avenue. 
They have so agreed, not because they dis- 
like negroes, but because they desire to 
hold their white trade. They will continue 
selling to colored persons living elsewhere. 

Every movement of the Dasslers Is 
watched by agents of the improvement as- 
sociation, and when they move out and the 
Porters move in there may be another 
chapter.

MUCH SNEEZING AND WHEEZING 


Some Timely Advice as to the Care of 
Afflicted Animals Gathered by 
the Post-Dispatch.

A number of horses worked by the city 
water and street departments are under 
the weather. William Hemenway of the 
street department is treating his horse for 
influenza. Mr. Hemenway has just return- 
ed from a tour of the eastern cities. where. 
he states, influenza is epidemic among the 
horses to a much greater extent than in 
St. Louis at present. Locally, the influenza 
has only recently developed, but it Is 
spreading.

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New Warrant Issued on! 
Startling Evidence. 


ALEXANDER POISONING CASE 


BEER BOTTLE’S CONTENTS NOW 
BEING ANALYZED. 


Letters From Dead Man’s Fiancee Be- 
lieved to Have Been Taken From 
Dead Man by the Prisoner 
and Burned. 


Evidence so startling in its nature has 
been discovered in the Alexander poison- 
ing case, that Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Johnson decided that he would with- 
draw the warrant against Mrs. May 
Cupples, charging her with manslaughter 
in the first degree, and Tuesday morning 
he issued a new warrant, charging her 
with the most serious crime recognized in 
law. 

Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock she will 
be arraigned on the charge of murder in 
the first degree. 

The latest bit of evidence in the case 
is contained in a beer bottle that was taken 
from the Cupples woman's room. The bot- 
tle was found on the night of the tragedy, 


Friday, Aug. 9, and was taken charge of by 
Georgia Knight and was not out of her 
possession until Monday, when it was giv- 
en to Patrolman Frank Pearson of the 
coroner's office. 

The bottle is now in the hands of City 
Chemist Teichmann and the police believe 
that an analysis of the contents will reveal 
that morphine was in the beer. 

This bit of evidence, which the authori- 
ties place so much importance in, was un- 
earthed by Moses Alexander, the father of 
the young man, last Saturday afternoon. 
He called at the house where the tragedy 
occurred and made a thorough examina- 
tion of the premises. 

This bottle contained a small 
liquid. It was the color of beer, 
bottom was a white sediment. 


Letters Taken From 
Alexander’s Pockets. 
All of the Cupples woman's effects are 


still at the house in which Edward Alex- 
ander met his death. A thorough search 
failed to locate the letters that r. Alex- 
ander believed were taken by the Cupples 
woman from his son's pockets while he 
was unconscious from the drug that he 
had swallowed. The letters missing are 
from the young lady in North Vernon 
Ind., to whom ycung Alexander was be- 
trothed. 

Ida Johnson, a chambermaid at the 
house at 2018 Chestnut street, said that the 
Cupples woman destroyed a large number 
of letters on the afternoon of the trag- 
edy. These letters, the Johnson girl says, 
were torn into small fragments and were 
thrown on an ash pile in the rear yard, 
where they were burned. 

After her arrest May ye made sev- 
eral statements regarding e tragedy and 
finally admitted that she made false statc- 
ments. Then she made a atatement in 
which she admitted that she had sent for 
the poison and that Alexander, who told 
her he wanted to commit suicide, had 
taken the drug from her and had swallow- 
ed it in her presence. She says then that 
she took a bath and after half an hour no- 
tified the inmates of the house that Alex- 
ander was dying 

This latter statement is disputed by Ethel 
Cullen. The latter says that she entered 
the Cupples woman's room and found May 
ping a re standing in front of the mirror 
combing her hair. Alexander was breath-

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THE TUBERCULOSIS PROBLEM. 


Thursday's Post-Dispatch told how the Chicago Health 
Department had begun experiments to test Dr. Koch’s the- 
ory that tuberculosis in cattle cannot be communicated to hu- 

man beings. 

The Chicago doctors are to make the test with the virus 
of lupus, or skin tuberculosis, and the virus is to be injected 
into the human system by inoculation. 

How can these experiments prove that meat or milk from 
tuberculous cattle is necessarily harmful? When such meat 
or milk is eaten or drank, it passes at once into the stom- 


ach, and is there subjected to the powerful gastric and other 


juices. Unless it can be proved that the germs of tubercu- 
losis are proof against these juices, the experim:nts will be 
unconvincing. Besides, in the case of meat, cooking would 
usually kill these germs. 

To introduce the poison in the same way as is proposed 
by the Chicago doctors, the milk or meat consuimer would 
have to have an abrasion of the skin or mucous membrane. 

Meanwhile, state and city authorities cannot afford to re- 
Jax their vigilance in regard to tuberculosis meat or milk. 
Consumers should be protected against these things In any 
event.

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ANOTHER NEW ZEALAND EXPERIMENT. 


In New Zealand, where they like new ideas, the govern- 
ment has undertaken to provide every man a farm if he 
wants to farm or a good house and garden plot if he prefers 
to live in the city. 

In the suburbs of the large towns tracts of land are pur- 
chased and divided into suitable lots which are leased to 
An acre of 
ground is allotted to enable the occupant to raise vegetables 
in spare hours, and since the government rent is free from 
any monopoly element, the cost is relatively very low. The 
laborer is thus in a much better position than when he had 
to pay one-third of his income for rent and was thrust into 
the street if he defaulted on rent day. The country estates 
are bought by the government as fast as they come into 
the market. They are then cut into small farms and let 
to thrifty agriculturalists. A few weeks ago an estate of 
11,500 acres was bought and will be turned into farms sup- 
porting a population of government tenants. 

Some of New Zealand's experiments will succeed, no doubt, 
while others will just as certainly fail. Whether or not this 
echeme to constitute the government the universal landlord 
will work for good is a question which will require probably 
@ generation to answer. Meanwhile other nations will wait 
for results.

Or Phidas,’ or Shakspeare’s, or Beethoven's, or Cervantes’? 
They can analyze, construct and manipulate, but they dco not 
create. 

But is not ghis begging the question? In Michaei Angelo’s 
day women were not permitted to enter the field of art; nor 
in Shakspere’s and Beethoven's. Now that they are allowed 
ingress, have we, in the light of her triumphs in other 
spheres, a right to say that she can not do well in art? She 
does not. No; but is that the same as saying she can not? 
It is only within the present generation that opportunities 
have been opened to women. And all admit that the condi- 
tions of art work are not favorable. Genius is drafted off 
to other work. Where is the man of the present who, 4s a 
creative artist, is the equal of Shakspere or Beethoven? The 
level of art is low in this age, but women are certainly not 
behindhand. 

Altogether the question of intellectual equality is yet open 
and probably will not be definitely closed for some time to 
come. But wornen have proved, at least, that they are not 
exactly fools. This itself is a surprising and unsettling fact. 
It ought to be a warning. If she is permitted to go on in 
her own way she may vroduce some more facts of the same 
sort. And that would be still more unsettling. 
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The motorman who has carelessly run intoa Vehicle should 
not be excused. There should be no further place for him 
in a well conducted street railway. Reckless running cf 
street cars must be stopped. ‘The vehicles of private citi- 
zens have as good a right to the streets as the cars. There 
must be nothing one-sided in protecting citizens in their 
rights in this regard. 
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DISCRIMINATION, NOT EQUALIZATION. 

The method by which the State Board of Equalization 
fixed the assessment of the property of the United Railways 
Co. of this city is a good illustration of the failure of the 
board to apply the franchise tax law to the taxation of 
franchises. 

The board valued the property of the United Railways 
Co. at $49,000,000. This sum was then divided by three and 
the result was accepted as the valuation of the property 


for assessment purposes. : 

The total assessment agreed to by the board was $16,500,- 
000. In order to find the amount that should be assessed 
as franchise value the board divided the total assessment 
of $16,500,000 by two and called one half the value of the 
tangible property and the other half the value of the 
franchiscs, 

Now, the franchise tax law framed by Gov. Dockery spe- 
cifically states that the total value of the property—tangl- 
ble and. intangible—of franchise corporations shall be ascer- 
tained and that the board “shall then assess the tangible 
property and deduct the amount of such assessment from 
the total valuation and enter the remainder upon the as- 
sessment list or in the assessment books, as the value of 
the franchise of such corporation under the head of ‘All 


Other Property.’ ”’ 

Why did the Board of Equalization depart from the method 
of assessing the franchises clearly laid down in Gov. Dock- 
ery’s law? 

Why did it not first assess the tangible property and then 
deduct that amount from the total valuation and assess the 
remainder as the franchise value? 

Another question. All property in St. 
property assessed by the State Board of Equalization or 
otherwise specially favored, is assessed at 70 per cent of its 
actual value. 

But the property of the steam and street railways and 
bridges and telegraph lines, consisting not only of tangible, 
real property, but of franchises and special privilege of enor- 
mous value, is taxed at 331-3 per cent. 

The great franchise-owning corporations with special privi- 
leges worth millions pay one-third less taxes in proportion 
to the value of their property than the home-owners, busi- 
ness men and, other ordinary taxpayers. 

The great street railway monopoly holding franchises which 
it has capitalized at $90,000,000, pays taxes on $16,500,000, or a 
valuation admittedly 33 1-3 per cent less than that of the home 
owners and other taxpayers. 

Why should not the title of the State Board of Equalization 
be changed to State Board of Discrimination?

BEGGED HIS MATES TO THROW 
HIM IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Fireman Narrowly Escaped—Second 
Accident on the Little Boat in Two 
Weeks—Capt. James Phillips’ 
Explanation. 

By the explosion of a heater on the tug 


“Fred Nellis’ Tuesday morning Engineer 
James H. Smith was fatally injured and 


the boat was disabled. 

Smith, who was scalded by escaping 
Steam and suffered fractures of the skull 
and of an arm from flying pleces of iron, 
Was taken to the City Hospital. 

Physicians say that he cannot recover 

The accident is the second which has 
happened to the “Fred Nellis’ within two 
weeks. The boat had been undergoing re- 
Pairs, and its first trip for 12 days was 
made Monday. 

As the tug was approaching the foot of 
Tyler street Tuesday, where it was to take 
@ barge of the American Sand Co. in tow, 
the rear cap of one of the twin heaters, be- 
tween the boiler and the engine, blew out 
with a loud report. 

Engineer Smith had been standing at the 
throttle as the Cap of the heater flew from 
its place. Fireman Ben Piper, who was on 
the forward deck, 20 feet distant, went 
back to find the room full of steam and 
the engineer scalded and bleeding on the 
floor 


A heavy cap of iron had struck Smith on 
the head, and an iron pipe, which had been 
dislodged by the explosion, had broken his 
arm. He was in intense suffering, and ap- 
pealed to Capt. James Phillips and his com- 
rades to throw him into the river. 

The boat, which was only a short dis- 
tance from the shore, had sufficient mo- 
mentum to reach the landing, and within 
25 minutes after the accident Smith was on 
his way to the City Hospital in an ambu- 
lance. 


His Cap Blown 

Twenty Feet. 
Smith's cap, which he was wearing be- 
fore the explosion, was found near the 
stern wheel of the boat, 20 feet from where 


he fell. 

On the upper deck, where Cook J. M. Gal- 
lanar was preparing breakfast, the stove 
was shaken from its place and coking uten- 
sils were scattered. 

Martin Keller, one of the firemen, and 
Albert Rebbeck and Theodore Uphofi, deck 
hands, were on board, but were out of 
the range of the explosion.

‘ONLY ONE WOMAN SAVED 


PASSENGERS WERE AT CABIN 
TABLE WHEN TORNADO CAME. 


The Boat Was Caught by the Wind and 
Turned Completely Over, Leaving 
Little Chance for Those on 
Board to Escape.

PADUCAH, Ky., Aug. 20.—In a shorter 
time than it takes to tell even a part of the 
story the river steamer City of Golconda 
—struck by a sharp, fierce tornado—turned 
over at Crowell’s landing last night and 
went down in 10 feet of water. There were 
over sixty persons on board. Many of these 
were at supper in the cabin. Others were 
in their staterooms. 

At least thirty of these are dead. 

The boat went down without the slightest 
warning. Usually a boat that is “turning 
turtle” rocks sevéral times before going 
over. There was no rocking on the Golcon- 
da. When the storm struck her she keeled 
over at once and those passengers who 
were on the decks were thrown into the 
water.

Many St. Louis street cars run as high 
ms 80 miles a hour when making up time 
Bost in covering the schedules set for them. 
They make the speed on down grades 
gvhere there is not much traffic. 

Thirty miles an hour is a furious speed 
et which to propel any vehicle on city 
etreets. 

It must not be understood that this speed 
is generally maintained by street cars, but 
it is oftener than is consistent with safety 
to life, limb and property. 

The transit company denies that its cars 
run so fast, and says that its schedules 
are so calculated that every car has plenty 
of time to get over its route and pick up 
its quota of passengers. 

Most of the cars are built to hold 4 
pa rs. During rush hours they are 
made carry more nearly double that 
mum ber. 

Street car conductors say it takes more 
time to load and unload than is allowed 
them. This is where they lose time. If 
they do not get over the road on schedule 
ume they are liable to suspension. 
he “time spotter,”’ as he or she Is called, 
is a epur to time-making. The street car 
co es maintain “time spotters’ that 
are own to the carmen at certain desig- 
mated points. The carmen do not fear them 
nuch. It is the secret “‘spotters’’ all over

The Bremen 
Avenue Hill. 


On Fourteenth street from Bremen ave- 
nue to Hebert street the cars ran very 
fast, according to the testimony of persons 
who live on the street. 

The peculiar tapography at Grand ave- 
nue and Morgan and Franklin avenue, 
where the Grand avenue and the Suburban 
tracks cross, makes this an ideal place 
for street car accidents. 

Here a photographer is permitted to 
maintain an advertisement in the shape of 
a triangle of sod with a sloping stone bor- 
der close to the Suburban tracks. 

*“‘Nothing could be devised to give a man 
a nastier fall than that sloping stone,’’ 
said a merchant in the vicinity. “I have 
seen men flung off the cars or knocked 
down at this corner so often that I am 
tired of looking at them. Unless the vic- 
tim is very badly hurt such affairs do not 
create more than a ripple of excitement 
around this corner now.’ 

Grand avenue is the summit and the 
tracks of the Suburban line run down from 
it on both sides. 

The Suburban motormen have the right 
of way across Grand avenue and they are 
jealous of their privilege. The Grand ave- 
nue motormen resent this, and whenever 
they can they sneak across the Suburban 
tracks. This has put Suburban motormen 
on their mettle, and whenever they see a 
Grand avenue car approaching they hit up 
their speed and rattle across the track to 
shut out their opponents. the car 
tracks sun within a few inches of the side- 
walk, this is a dangerous proceeding. 


Washington Avenue 


Coasting Place. 

Washington avenue, from Seventeenth 
street to Fourteenth street is a favorite 
coast for motormen. It is a regular prac- 
tice for them to pleasurably increase the 
circulation of their. blood by an exciting

Olive street, coming edst from Jeffer- 
con avenue to Nineteenth street, presents 
to motormen with sporting blood in their 
veins an admirable coasting hill and, ac- 
cording to persons doing business along 
that part of the street, they take frequent
